French trading scheener Neptane a: Aurora 
Islard. Tre ciew of the N-p:ace saw vue 
et their hands herribly bhecaed sbont ty 
blows from atemahswk,witieaco hery ¢ iw 
was disembowelied. 

The Boomerang immediately p ccee’:d 
te Aurera Island, where she fe! in «ih the 
French warehip Svorff. She, toe, bd irard 
ef the murders. There exie's a owaven 0.

gerd te these felands, fer hs pretection of 
Life and property, and the sappress eo 0° 
the kidnapping ‘race. The comman(+rn of 
the warepips determined to purish the 
Pen‘eocost islanders fer the asenssir ation o! 
the beat’s crew ef the American e*camer, 
and preeeed«d t¢.i' her. 

Qa srrival the B»emerang and S.07 tf cach 
landed ferty-elght armed biucjackeis at 
different peinte, the French being srore to 
the nore, with inst:ustiers te converge «Dp 
perticuler villages where the ruderere 
were known to reside. Ten nativea +f tre 
Loyalty Ielande aad fear Penteca:: island 
ere acoemparied each party ae gader. The 
path taken by the Brisieh terve led ever 
very steep hile, thickly weeded, ani eu 
tangled with creep<re, making 15 alme+t im- 
penetrable. Two ef tbe par y tellexteu ted 
and wero loft with an escert. On reacai.g 
the village, the British ferce was to aw-ita 
signal jrom the French, eon whic) 
beth perties were te spread eu: 
and capture the marde:ers. Uafortanately, 
the natives saw the Bri ish farce end ratsec 
analarm. They made a fcebdledefence with 
eld Sniders, tomatawks, pelsoned ep-ars 
and arrews, and then belted inte the bush, 
where it was impossitle te follow. A few 
natives were wounded, including e weman, 
Ose was osptured unhurt, and carried on 
beard the Boomerang. Tee French ferce 
wandered astray, and did not get up in 
time te co-eperate except to areist in burn 
ing the vill.ge. 

The Boomerang and Scerff then sailed to 
Aurera Ieland, where partics were lansed 
end similar tactics were follewed. The 
French party shot ene of the marderere 
wen trying to escape, acd apethor was 
ceptared. Two villages were dastrvyed
